MOSCOW, Feb. 9.—Soviet 
forces have pierced a fortified 
line east of Rostov and forced 
the Germans to retreat to- 
ward the city for the second 
time within 24 hours, front 
dispatches and communique 
disclosed today. 

The noon communique said the 
Red Army has repulsed a strong 
counter-attack near Rostov and 
had occupied a series of fortified 
positions. 

‘A BBC broadcast recorded by 
the British United Press listening 
post in New York said Russian dive 
bombers were incessantly bombing 
and machine-gunning enemy troops 
retreating from Rostov toward Tag- 
anrog, 30 miles west of the gateway 
city 
STEADY PROGRESS 

(It said the Russian advance on 
Rostov was making food steady 
progress although German tank 
units were attempting delaying ac- 
tions “in Restov itself.) 

New gains were reported 
east and southeast of 
Kharkov, where the Soviet

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Hitler’s “Intuitive” Leadership | 
Cause of Debacle at Stalingrad 


By GODFREY BLUNDEN 


STALINGRAD, Feb. 9.— 
(AP)—Adoif Hitler's “intui- 
tive” military leadership was 
directly responsible for the 
failure of the German 6th 
Army at Stalingrad and its 
subsequent annihilation. 

That is the conclusion | draw 
efter conversations with Soviet 
genera's who conducted the oper- 
ations which resulted in tne de- 
struction of the 6th Army. 

The conclusion is supported by 
the demeanor and remarks made 
by 11 the 24 enemy generals cap- 
tured be the Russians whom Soviet 
authorities permitted me to see in 
the presence of their staff officers 

All the evidence, in my opinion, 
points to the fact that Hitler in- 
sisted on continuing the battle ‘ong 
after the position was militarily un 
tenable from the German view- 
point and probably against the ad- 
vice of his higher officers 


AGAINST SURRENDER 


Hitle: also insisted, through Field 
Marshai Gen. Friedrich Von Paulus; 
commander of the 6th Army, that 
there be no surrender, even after 
the situation was hopeless, and this 
led to disagreement among German 
officers. 

This is confirmed by the story of 
Von Paulus’ capture as told to me 
by a Red army senior lieutenant, 
Fedor Mikhailovich Yelchenko 
Von Paulus ‘had been removed from 
command the previous day 

Wher | saw Von Paulus he was 
standino in an unpainted wooden 
house on the Don steppe. His 
attitude was one of bitter aus- 
terity. The corners of his mouth 
turned down and he wouldn't 
look in the direction of news- 
paper correspondents but gazed 
at the horizon. He answered 
briefly questions put by a Soviet 
officer at the request of corres- 
pondents. There was no sign of 
interest or emotion.

WASHINGTON.—I had a num-

I realize, of course, 
quite well, that these clubs are now 
run by a committee of manage- 
ment, serviced by volunteers, exe 
cept for a paid director and, occa- 
sionally, an assistant director, a 
director of programs and a super- 
intendent of the building itse}f. 

Volunteer workers have innum- 
erable committees and carry very 
important and exacting work. In 
writing about the management of 
one of their USO buildings, 1! 
casually said a committee of men 
in the armed services showed me 


; around. That grew out of the fact 


that in Great Britain, in every Red 
Cross club, there is a committee 
of service men. Naturally, it 
changes as men are ordered to dif- 
ferent places and only functions in 
conjunction with the permanent 
committee. This smal! committee 
of men, however, is the liaison 
whereby the likes and dislikes and 
the desires of the men are made 
clear to the civilian committees. 

In addition to this, at this same 
USO., in speaking befort the Mon- 
mouth County, New Jersey, social 
welfare meeting. I tried to explain 
the system by which clothes are dis- 
tributed in Great BrBitain, and evi- 
dently did it very badly. I want to 
take this opportunity to tell the

You may pay more for your gar- 
ment, but you turn in the same num- 
ber of coupons.

Our 
second hand clothing has been of 
@reat assistance, because it can be 
obtained without payment oy withe 
out, coupons 

For people who are bombed out, 
this is 2 tremendous advantage, be- 
cause even though the government 
recognizes their need for extra 
coupons, there are never enough 
complete wardrobe.

Faced with a wartime butter shortage, many Canadian families are turning for the first 
time to margarine, an economical, vitamized substitute. Here's how it’s made: pure 
vegetable oils, pasteurized skim milk, salt and vitamin A are mixed and chilled colder 
than ice to quick-freeze the milk moisture (1), Chilled flakes are squeezed and kneaded 
to velvet texiure in compressor (2) and emerge in ribbon-like bars. These bars of mare 
garine are chopped into one-pound blocks in assembly-line fashion (3) and are wrapped 
in waxed cartons, Because of tax on colored margarine, product is sold white. Housee 
wives can make it look just like butter by mixing in pure coloring matter (4) then re- 
abaping it into block.
